ZERO TOLERANCE 

Third of council workers have no set working hours 


Kingston Council has 719 “zero 
hour” workers on its payroll with no 
set working hours and days, guaran¬ 
teed holiday or sick pay 

The workers comprise a third of 
the council’s employees - the high¬ 
est percentage of any of the 33 Lon¬ 
don councils. 

The council said many of the 
workers were on a register “in case” 
they were needed for casual labour. 

But unions claimed the vast ma¬ 
jority of national zero hour workers 
were only on the contracts because 
they had no choice. 

Kingston’s Labour Party leader, 
Laurie South, said: “I am pretty ap¬ 
palled. I don’t know how many 
of them must be in children’s

safeguarding? If it is going to lead to 
appalling morale, lack of training 
among staff, we are going to get rot¬ 
ten local authority services and peo¬ 
ple at risk. 

“They have cut costs in terms of 
money, but has it cut costs in terms 
of the services?” 

But Kingston’s Conservative lead¬ 
er, Councillor Howard Jones, said 
zero hour contracts did have a place 
in a modern council. 

Schools and council contractors, 
which employ casuals such as clean¬ 
ers, road workers and parks work¬ 
ers, are not included in the results. 


Kingston Council said it saved an 
estimated £300,000 on agency costs. 
It spent £131m on staff in the 2012-13 
financial year, a drop from £153m 
the year before. 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “It is important to remember 
that we are talking about the num¬ 
ber of individuals whose names are 
held on the payroll in case they do 
any casual work, not the numbers 
actually working at any time. 

“Councils often need to plug short¬ 
term and/or unplanned gaps in key 
front-line services, or have short¬ 
term, seasonal requirements such 
as electoral registration, and use of 
casual staff will usually be more 
flexible and cost-effective than use 


of external agencies.” 

A casual customer services call 
centre worker job is currently being 
advertised on its website at between 
£9.51 and £14.54 an hour on a zero 
hours basis “as and when required”. 

The workers are part of an esti¬ 
mated lm nationally on the con¬ 
tracts, which unions have requested 
be banned. 

Business Secretary Vince Cable 
MP, who is undertaking a national 
review due to report in September, 
has said he is concerned there is 
“some exploitation”, although he 
said they gave flexibility to some 
employees.

Child safeguarding numbers soar 


The number of children re¬ 
ferred to safeguarding ser¬ 
vices by Kingston Hospital 
almost trebled in the last fi¬ 
nancial year, according to a 
key report. 

Referrals leapt from 40 in 
2011-12 to 117 in 2012-13, fig¬ 
ures included in the hospital’s 
annual child protection report 
reveal. 

The number of children liv¬ 
ing in Kingston who were re¬ 
ferred increased from 24 to 67. 

Most of the 69 girls and 48 
boys were between 15 and 17 
years old, and all were seen at 
the hospital’s accident and

emergency department. 

The majority were treated 
for alcohol or substance mis¬ 
use, overdose, or other self- 
harm issues. 

Sixteen had suffered suspect¬ 
ed physical abuse and one case 
of suspected sexual abuse was 
logged. 

Michael Walker, Unison NHS 
regional officer, said: “I think 
the emphasis has increased in 
ensuring safety of the child is 
paramount. That is why I sus¬ 
pect it has increased. 


“One of our concerns though 
is that the resources required 
for health visiting and appro¬ 
priate social work support is 
lagging behind those refer¬ 
rals.” 

Councillor Margaret Thomp¬ 
son, Kingston Council’s lead 
member for children and 
young people, said: “It is abso¬ 
lutely something I will be look¬ 
ing at. 

“It doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the number of children 
who are in need of services 
has changed. 

“If the threshold has 
changed then you would 


expect the number to go up. 
That is what I suspect may be 
the case.” 

Grahame Snelling, chair¬ 
man of patient group Health- 
watch and former head of 
prevention and integration for 
Kingston Council’s children’s 
services, said: “It is good news 
that the hospitals are taking 
the issue seriously. 

“I think there is probably a 
national trend towards more 
reporting of child protection 
concerns. It is something we 
would want to monitor.” 

The report, authored by 
Maggie Clancy, head of 


paediatric nursing, and nurse 
Anne Boatman, said “robust 
performance monitoring” 
must be maintained. 

In previous years child pro¬ 
tection training targets have 
been exceeded, but in 2012-13 
the hospital fell short due to 
lack of availability and the dif¬ 
ficulty of releasing staff from 
their ward duties. 

Following an audit, child 
protection will feature in 
induction sessions for all staff. 

The report concludes the 
hospital provides “high quali¬ 
ty services which ensure chil¬ 
dren are safe”.

No word on school site 


Parents have been left in 
the dark and unable to plan 
ahead after backers of a 
new free school refused 
to say where it would be 
located. 

Chapel Street Community 
Trust won a bid to fund a 
new primary school on the 
Kingston and Merton bor¬ 
ough border in May, but 
has gone quiet about site 
plans. 

The Department for Edu¬ 
cation also refused to re¬ 
veal where the school 
would be located, but insist¬ 
ed it was still due to open 
by September 2014. It is un¬ 
derstood Park Community 
School will serve 
schoolchildren from Mot- 
spur Park, Raynes Park 
and West Wimbledon. 

But, with parents already 
considering where to send 
their children next year, 
Councillor David Ryder- 
Mills, lead member for 
schools and continuing edu¬ 
cation, said: “It is absolute¬ 
ly frustrating. We have the 
responsibility to provide an 
adequate number of school 
places, but we have no con¬ 
trol over the schools. 

“I know of a site which 
they have in mind, but I am 
not aware that is public in¬ 
formation. It would be good 
to have confirmation soon, 
but free schools are free of 
local authority control.” 

Chapel Street Community 
Trust’s Richard Colbrook, 
parent liaison manager for 


the school, said: “Already 
there is an air of excited ex¬ 
pectation from local com¬ 
munities about the school. 

“While we understand 
that it is frustrating for 
parents not to know the lo¬ 
cation at present, we have 
already started getting ex¬ 
pressions of interest, 
which demonstrates that 
parents recognise the need 
for the school and want to 
become involved with its 
development. 

“We can assure everyone 
that as soon as we have any 
further information about 
the location, we will com¬ 
municate to all concerned.” 

The Morden-based trust 
previously said the school 
would be a non-faith school 
with a Christian ethos and 
60 reception places. Within 
seven years, 420 extra 
school places would be 
available at the non-selec- 
tive school. 

Roehampton University 
and YMCA South West Lon¬ 
don are set to help in its 
running. 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokeswoman said: 
“We are still in the very 
early pre-opening stage for 
free schools due to open in 
September 2014 and it is 
highly unusual for a site to 
be secured so soon after 
their applications have 
been approved. We will con¬ 
tinue to work closely with 
Park Community School to 
find a home.”

A police crime museum with Jack 
the Ripper artefacts and execu¬ 
tion death masks, if opened to the 
public, could create 1,715 extra 
front-line police hours in 
Kingston from its profits. 

The 150-year-old Black Museum 
is not open to visitors, but a re¬ 
port has suggested it could be a 
money spinner. 

The History’s Life Sentence re¬ 
port by the Greater London Au¬ 
thority’s Conservatives has 
worked out that if Scotland Yard’s 
private memorabilia haunt were 
to go public for just three months, 
it could attract up to 300,000 mu¬ 
seum-goers. 

At £15 per head, this could pay 
for 54,900 extra policing hours 
throughout the capital, including 
Kingston. 

Conservative London Assembly 
member Tony Arbour said it was 
a “no brainer” the Metropolitan 
Police should benefit from open¬ 
ing its doors with budgets already 
so tight. 

He said: “Exhibits such as let¬ 
ters from Jack the Ripper will 
likely prove enormously popular 
with residents and visitors to the 
city, who already demonstrate a 
fascination with the more

macabre chapters of London’s 
history. 

“Many of the exhibits showcase 
the impressive work undertaken 
by the Met in some of the capital’s 
most high profile investigations. 

“This has the potential to fund 
more police on the streets in Rich¬ 
mond and Kingston.” 


Among the artefacts is evidence 
from the prosecution of Britain’s 
Great Train Robbery and even the 
pots and pans used by serial killer 
Dennis Nilsen, who boiled the 
flesh of his victims.

Semi-retired property devel¬ 
oper Noor Malik, 76, and his 
wife Riffat, 64, had just re¬ 
turned to their home in 
Blakes Lane from a doctor’s 
visit, when the intruders 
broke in and demanded 
cash and jewellery at just 
after 10am on Wednesday, 
July 31.

Mr Malik said: “I was taking 
a bath and they broke my 
bathroom door, which was 
locked. 

“They said ‘Don’t speak, 
shut up’. I said ‘Who are you?

“They pushed me down the 
stairs. Then they started to 
fight me. I said ‘I’m an old 
man I do not want to fight’. 

“One of them said ‘we have 
got a job to do we have to do 
it’.” 

The couple, who have lived 
at the address for 35 years, 


said £50,000 worth of Indian 
gold had been stolen - some of 
it of sentimental value. 

A neighbour who saw a 
bloodied Mr Malik shout for 
help called the police as the 
burglars ran out of the home 
towards the A3. 

London Ambulance Service 
took Mr Malik to hospital, 
where he stayed for four 
nights. 

He has been left with bruis¬ 
es, cuts and scratches and has 
had to have stitches as well as 
a steel frame to support his 
leg. 

He said the burglars were 
white, British men in their 
early to mid-20s, with a 


“clear, smooth and pinkish 
complexion” and they all 
wore three-quarter length 
coats, covering part of their 
faces. 

The men had initially 
pushed in a locked kitchen 
door at the back of the home 
and then burst into the bath¬ 
room that Mrs Malik had left 
slightly ajar. 

She said: “I heard a loud 
noise. I thought people next 
door were working. 

“Four men came in and said 
‘Sit on the toilet. Give me 
money - do not look up, look 
down’. 

“I told them where it was. It 
was a terrible experience, but 


I felt sorry for them - they are 
going to ruin their lives.” 

The family had been burgled 
25 years ago, when they were 
not at home, but said they had 
felt safe for years and had 
even left the back kitchen 
door unlocked for a six-month 
spell once before. 

Detective Constable Ian 
Moody said: “This robbery 
happened in the morning, in 
broad daylight. 

“We are appealing for any¬ 
one who may have seen any¬ 
thing to call us.”

Homes on 
‘blacklist’ 

Four Kingston households 
are off-limits to 
paramedics because of vio¬ 
lent threats from people 
living there. 

Six addresses in total are 
on a London Ambulance 
Service blacklist because 
people living there have 
been verbally or physical¬ 
ly abusive, new figures 
show. 

At four of the addresses 
in Kingston, paramedics 
were either threatened 
with weapons, verbally in¬ 
timidated, or had racist or 
religious abuse hurled at 
them. Paramedics will not 
go into those households 
without a police escort. 

Dave Campbell, ambu¬ 
lance operations manager 
for Kingston, said: “We 
have a duty to protect our 
staff and let them know if 
they are about to be sent 
into a potentially violent 
situation and this register 
goes some way to allow us 
to do this. 

“It is about balancing the 
need to protect our staff 
against the need of treat¬ 
ing the patient.” 

In the capital last year, 
451 medics reported physi¬ 
cal assault and 737 were 
verbally abused while on 
emergency calls. 

Kingston logged the 
third-lowest number of 
off-limit addresses. Rich¬ 
mond was lowest with 
four.

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Royal Marine, 23, dies 
while training in Egypt

A former Tiffin School student 
has died while training with the 
Royal Marines in Egypt. 

Lieutenant Damien Moran, 23, 
died on Saturday, August 3, dur¬ 
ing adventure training in the 
eastern city of El Quseir, the Min¬ 
istry of Defence said. 

He had been part of a diving ex¬ 
pedition organised by 40 Com¬ 
mando Royal Marines when an 
“incident” occurred while Lt 
Moran was snorkelling on a shal¬ 
low reef. 

He was taken to hospital, where 
he was pronounced dead. Further 
details have not been revealed. 

Born on April 5,1990, Lt Moran, 
known as “Day”, lived with his 
family, first in Twickenham, then 
Singapore, before moving to 
Kingston, where he attended 
Tiffin. 

He was commissioned into the 
Marines in September 2011 and 
passed for duty in December 2012. 

He spent four months serving in 
Helmand Province as part of Op¬ 
eration Herrick 17, and was in 
Egypt for his unit’s recovery. 

Lt Moran’s family - mother 
Gerda, father Brian and brother 
Aaron - who all lived in Fernhill 
Gardens - issued a statement

through the MoD paying tribute. 

It said: “Day was a unique and 
exceptional son, brother, partner, 
cousin, nephew and grandson 
whose memory will last forever 
despite the terrible pain of his 
early loss from our lives. 

“His many talents - academic, 
musical and sporting - were 
matched by a shining and won¬ 
derful personality that radiated 
far and wide across all who knew 
him. 

“At school Day was an 
enthusiastic sportsman who 
valued his achievements in the 
rowing team, where he competed 


at national level. 

“His love of water sports ex¬ 
panded at university to wake¬ 
boarding, windsurfing and scuba 
diving; he also took up boxing, 
which he continued through the 
rest of his short life, and which he 
knew would help prepare him 
achieve his dream of joining the 
Royal Marines. 

“Adventurous and brilliant as 
he was, Day’s loving and unas¬ 
suming self won the respect and 
admiration of all.” 

His girlfriend of four-and-a-half 
years, Fiona, said: “Day was a 
unique, adventurous and selfless 
man and his energetic positivity 
shone through in everything he 
did. 

“He was an inspiration to my¬ 
self and all that knew him. Pro¬ 
foundly loved by myself, family 
and friends, you will always be in 
our hearts.” 

Major Joe Winch, Officer Com¬ 
manding Bravo Company, 40 
Commando Royal Marines, said: 
“For those under his command 
Day inspired absolute confidence 
and a fierce loyalty. There were 
no limits to the efforts he made to 
lead his people, nor the lengths 
his people would go to achieving 
his objectives. 

“His service, sacrifice, and com¬ 
mand were exemplary.”

• or, your offers aren’t 
confirmed (perhaps because 
they were conditional on you 
getting certain A-level grades) 

• or, you have turned down 


any offers you’ve received 
(possibly because you decided 
you no longer want to do those 
courses). 

If you are unsure which 
course to apply for, ask for 
advice at your school, college 
or local careers office. 

Before you make a formal 
application for a Clearing 
place through UCAS, it’s 
advisable to call the university 
and ask to speak to the course 
tutor to ask if they might 
accept you first. 

Many colleges also have 
places for late applications. 
You don’t need to apply 
through UCAS and can go 
direct to the college to apply. 

Whatever the outcome of 
your A-level results, 
remember there is no need to 
panic.

I t could be an anytime

You could be a mother fin¬ 
ishing up after the school run 
craving a sugary treat, a 
group of friends meeting for 
a catch-up, a white-collar 
worker popping in for a quick 
bacon sarnie before work or 
even a student poring over a 
textbook for hours - cafes are 
where you could find just 
about anyone. 

But what makes these sit- 
down chippies, sandwich bars 
or more trendy coffee stops 
stand out from ah others? 

According to owner of Sur¬ 
biton’s Pickled Pantry in St 
Marks Hih, it’s just a bit of 
love. 

George Setcheh who opened 
his dream business just 14 
months ago, says: “I guess 
love and a lot of hard work. 
The idea is that everything 
feels like home. It’s hke the 
guest is a visitor in the 
kitchen. 

“About 80 per cent of our 
customers are regulars and 
we know 70 per cent by name 
- that’s important. 

“You can teh when people 
are happy and sometimes you 
can offer a coffee and even 
help cheer them up.” 

David Symons, owner of the

Press Room in Claremont 
Road, Surbiton, said: “There 
are three things that make a 
cafe or a coffee shop the best - 
firstly location, secondly the 
product. If you get the right 
fresh ingredients then it’s 
down to training the staff to get 
the best out of it. 

“People think it’s quite sim¬ 
ple making a cup of coffee. It is 
quite simple if you go to Star- 
bucks - you press a button and 
it comes out, but with us it’s 
about being creative. We also 
serve wine in the evenings. 

“The third thing is the atmo¬ 
sphere - it is about having fun 
at work and enjoying it. I hire 
staff based on their attitude - 
because you can teach the 


skills but you can’t change a 
bad attitude.” 

But how do small cafes and 
coffee shops survive with big 
chains and restaurants that 
pull out all the stops with ex¬ 
tensive breakfast and 
lunchtime menus which offer 
special deals to tempt 
passersby? 

David Bitar, owner of 
Kingston town centre cafe 
Moulin Rouge in Castle Street, 
suggests a bit of mind-reading 
may be involved. 

Having been in the business 
for more than 25 years, he says: 
“The relationship with cus¬ 
tomers and staff comes first. 
You know what customers 
want before they even come in. 


That’s the trick. Then when 
they come in you jump up and 
make it quickly so that every¬ 
thing is fresh and hot. 

“You do capitalise on coffee 
as a cafe - iced teas and iced 
coffees in the summer as well. 
And we were here 25 years 
ago when places like Starbucks 
were just establishing 
themselves. 

“The cafes started the panini, 
the wraps and Italian coffees - 
these are the real British 
cafes.” 

Sarah Guignard, owner of 
Surbiton cafe French Tarte in 
Maple Road, says: “A good 
thing is that people are more 
happy to support independents 
as opposed to larger chains.”

Talk to the experts before

With buy-to-let mortgage lending 
hitting the highest level in five 
years, landlords entering the 
industry for the first time are 
being advised to do their 
homework.

Over half of the Investors, who 
represent 76 per cent of all 
landlords, see their property as a 
short-term proposition capital¬ 
ising on low interest rates.
